Numb er o f Liq uo r Licenses in Lee Unsp ecified

CHICAGO—Althoug h Lee Coun 
ty 
Superv isors 
are 
under 
the 
impression there is now a limit 
to the number of liquor licenses 
which can be issued in the coun­ 
ty , 
Howard S. Cartwrig ht and 
Charles Haskins, both of here, 
ag ree that the present county 
liquor code does not prov ide a 
limit. 
Haskins, leg al adv iser for the 
Illinois Liquor Control Commis­ 
sion 
and 
Cartwrig ht, 
chairman 
of the commission, made their 
tentativ e decisions after ex amin­ 
ing the present Lee County Liq­ 
uor Code with a Teleg raph re­ 
porter in their Chicag o offices 
Wednesday , 
Liquor Commissioner 


Mrs. Grace P. Balser, is the only 
person with the power to issue 
or reject any outstanding appli­ 
cations for liquor licenses in the 
county . 
"At least until superv isors pass 
a resolution amending the present 
liquor code to include a specific 
number as a limit,” Haskins said. 
It seems that a resolution pass­ 
ed in October 19 6 1 by superv isors 
limiting the number of class A 
and class B licenses to be issued 
in the county to 12, eig ht A and 
four B, no long er ex ists because 
of pag e 11, parag raph two of the 
present county liquor code which 
states in part, "the resolutions 
and amendments thereto hereto- 
This means, according to Has-Tore passed by the superv isors 


and repealed by the passag e of 
this resolution,” 
Present Code 
Also in the present county liq­ 
uor code the only place the word 
"limit” is mentioned is on pag e 
8 , parag raph 4: "the board (of 
superv isors) may set from time 
to time as public welfare seems 
to warrant a limit to the total 
of licenses to be issued in the 
county . . . all such limits to be 
set from time to time by super­ 
v isors by a two-thirds majority 
v ote.” 
"My interpretation of this para­ 
g raph,” Haskins beg an, "is that 
the board of superv isors has the 
power to set a limit to the num­ 
ber of licenses they want in the 


county when they want to, but 
there 
certainly 
is 
no specific 
number now mentioned in the 
present code.” 
The reporter then asked Has­ 
kins if Mrs. Balser, as liquor 
commissioner in the county , could 
issue 
a license on her own to 
an applicant with or without the 
approv al of any committee or the 
board. 
Can Grant License 
"As long as there is no spe­ 
cific limit in the liquor code, y our 
local liquor commissioner, (Mrs. 
Balser) is the only one who can 
g rant a license to an applicant 
or refuse to issue one,” Haskins 
asserted. 
He said that ev en thoug h coun­ 
ties set up liquor committees or 
local liquor commissioners ap­ 


point members of a liquor com 
mittee, 
only 
the 
commissioner 
can refuse a license or g rant one, 
"ev en if the liquor committee it­ 
self recommends that a license 
application be denied, the deci­ 
sion is ultimately hers.” 


Haskins ex plained further that 
actually , there are 
15 reasons 
listed in the Illinois Liquor Con­ 
trol Commission Act which could 
be used to deny an applicant a 
license if the applicant is in v iola­ 
tion of any of the 15 reasons list­ 
ed: 


"Howev er, should the applicant 
qualify under the ex isting state 
commission’s act and is not in 
v iolation of the 15 reasons set 
forth, the applicant must be is4 
sued a license, or the local liquor 
commissioner must state a leg iti­ 


mate reason fen: not issuing the 
license, and the reason must be 
a v iolation of one of the 15 listed 
in the Act,” Haskins continued. 


Add To List 
"Sometimes a county will add 
to the list of 15 ‘can’t’ such as 
restricting an establishment from 
hav ing g o g o g irls. In that case, 
if an applicant is in v iolation of 
any of the 15 reasons, listed in 
the state act or just the one im­ 
posed by the county , he doesn’t 
necessarily hav e to be issued a 
license.” 
As it stands 
in 
Lee County , 
there are no other reasons listed 
to warrant the liquor commission­ 
er deny ing a license, so it would 
appear that Mrs. Balser would 
hav e to be g uided only by the 15 
reasons listed in the state act. 
Dix o n Ev e n in g T elegraph 
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Because Ora H. J ohnson, owner 
of Ye Olde Lamplig hter Inn. Scar- 
boro, requested a class A license 
instead of a class B license, when 
his attorney discov ered that a li­ 
cense was av ailable, State’s At­ 
torney Henry S. Dix on told Mrs. 
Balser that it would require a 
simple majority v ote of super­ 
v isors to issue J ohnson a class A 
license instead of a class B li­ 
cense, which he now has. 


Cited Resolution 
At that time. 
Dix on 
cited 
a 
parag raph in the present liquor 
code which states that the resolu­ 
tion could be amended at any 
time by the l>oard of superv isors. 
It does not mention, howev er, 
that this requires a two-thirds or 
a simple majority v ote, more­ 
ov er, Haskins said that “ because 


m the present liquor code where 
the different classes of licenses is 
mentioned, there Is no specific 
number following the description 
of each, that chang ing a class A 
license to a class B, would not 
affect the total number of li­ 
censes, therefore, the local com­ 
missioner, 
(Mrs. Balser) 
is the 
only cme who can either g rant the 
class chang e or deny it. 
"If, for ex ample, 
the present 
liquor code stated its description 
of a class A license as being such 
and such, and allowing a holder 
of such a license to do certain 
thing s, and also had added to it 
that the number of class A li­ 
censes shall be a certain num­ 
ber, then it would require a v ote 
of superv isors to chang e a B li-

REPORTER S REFLECTIONS 
—The last time the Lee County 
Board of Superv isors g ot liquor in 
their sy stem it took four months 
to g et it out. That was in 19 6 1. 


This time 
around 
the 
liquor 
question has been bounced around 
for sev en months and is due to 
hit the floor ag ain at the Decem­ 
ber meeting . 


The Teleg raph would not ap­ 
prov e a no-limit situation in re­ 
g ard to liquor licenses but we 
think it is incumbent on all 
public officials to reg ulate pri­ 
v ate and commercial affairs of 
citizens according to law em­ 
powering them to do so. 


The objections the Teleg raph 
has to the board’s action is they 
hav e unwitting ly created a "no­ 
limit” situation, 
and then hav e 
"unlawfully ” 
soug ht to escape 
the consequences of an act per­ 
formed in ig norance of what they 
were doing . 


The alternativ e to public of­ 
ficials being bound by the same 
laws they leg islate and administer 
is a g ov ernment of man and not 
of laws. 
This 
occurs 
whether 
throug h desig n to control or be­ 
cause of ig norance. 
The board in 19 6 1 resolv ed 
the question of liquor licenses 
by setting a limit on the num­ 
ber to be issued in unincorporat­ 
ed areas in the county . 


This the board has the prerog a­ 
tiv e to do. 


The rev ised liquor code the 
board adopted in May , 19 6 6 , upon 
analy sis prov ed to contain parts 
of the 19 38 code being rev ised, 
some parts from the code adopted 
by the Winnebag o County Board 
of Superv isors and parts of the 
this rev ised code is it establishes 
Illinois Liquor Code. 
The most important thing about 
no limits for numbers of licenses 
and sets itself up as superceding 
all liquor license leg islation the 
board has prev iously adopted. 
The board has been acting on 
adv ice of the state's attorney , has 
been concerned with when re­ 
quest needs a % majority v ote 
and when a simple majority will 
pass a resolution. 
The truth of the matter is, 
according to the chairman of 
the Illinois Liquor Commission, 
after adopting the "no-iimit” 
code, the board lost ail control 
of the number of licenses that 
could be issued in the county . 
Since May , according to the 
state 
commission, 
Mrs. 
Grace 
Balser, board chairman and coun­ 
ty liquor commissioner, solely , has 
the rig ht to issue liquor licenses. 
In fact, if a petitioner meets the 
requirements the state lay s down, 
the 
local 
liquor 
commissioner 
must issue a license requested in'

conv icted of pandering or other 
crime or misdemeanor opposed to 
decency and morality .

Th e news th at great General Motors h ad made 
a new low. after th e stock market's dramatic 
rally , ty pifies a bear market. 
It can be dome, but even in th e best equities 
it's h ard to buy a bargain in a bear market. It 
takes time. 
A bear market is not just a h ull market th at 
goes down. Old Wall Street h ands know it is a 
vicious, tricky and surprise-lad- 
ened ph enomenon th at likes a 
life o f its own. And its rallies are 
not like th e dove from Noah 's 
ark signaling th at th e flood is 
over. 
Rally ing all th e wh ile, and 
prior to th e last rally , migh ty 
G.M. h ad already declined about 
$13 billion in value in less Uian a 
y ear. Great U.S. Steel h as been 
in an individual bear market for seven y ears. Th is 
fine equity h as fallen from $108 to $45, and even 
with th e unex pected increase of its dividend a 
couple of weeks ago Big Steel h as recovered so 
far only to 40. 
How could bellweth er A. T. & T.'s stockowners 
suffer a $0.5 billion decline in value wh ich equalled 
all cash dividends paid in th e past 30 y ears and 
about 75 per cent of th e net profits for 30 y ears? 
Countless millions wh o h ave a direct interest 
in today 's market h ave never ex perienced th is 
ph enomenon. 
A new generation is facing th e sur­ 
prise. But th ere are no “new eras,** alth ough some 
kind of “new eras” is alway s claimed, and no 
“ built-in” protections 
ca n of th emselves ch ange 
cruel lo sses into gains wh en a bear market arrives 
a nd sto cks sho w th eir loath some Neanderth al zest 
to g o do wn. 
On Oct. 2 1 , 18 29. as Variety declared In Its im­ 
mo rta l hea dline, “Wall Street Laid an Egg.” To- 
da y thing s a re different, blessings be, especially 
in respect to sto ck-rig g ing 
and to th in margins, 
a nd no bo dy sho uld co mpa re to da y 
with 1929. But 
they do ha v e o ne thing in co mmo n. 
Both raised 
the red fla g : bea r ma rket. 
Ma ny g o o d sto cks 
such a s RCA were only 
la tely reco v ering price wise 
from th eir wild build­ 
ups a nd supersplits of a g enera tio n 
ago and oth er 
hig h fly ers like ex cellent Ana co nda 
($174) and New 


York Central ($256) h ave never recovered. 
Wo rse, 
wh ere, oh , wh ere are superpopular Roister Radio, 
Fox Film, Auburn Automobile, etc. — often bid for 
so intensely ? Any bull market is built on a great 
many illusions. 
By February th is y ear th e subsequent bull 
market h ad a h eart attack. And wh en th is writer 
wrote in January th at “th e market could fall like 
Roscoe. th e 1.200-pound diving h orse at Atlantic 
City ," th e fall th at followed was 250 points in th e 
Dow-Jones Industrial Averages. 
Th e question is: Wh ere do we go from h ere? 
Famous Wall Street operator Jesse L. Liver­ 
more used to say , “Th e market alway s looks good 
on th e day s it looks good. But it also looks bad 
on day s it looks bad. Patience to wait is th e pub­ 
lic's missing ingredient.” 
An equally insidious booby trap is values. 
Prices are made by supply and demand, not val­ 
ues. Moreover, values ch ange as conditions ch ange, 
and foreseeing th e causes and ex tent o f th e ch ang­ 
es is of itself a very tricky business indeed. Th en 
let a prime equity like General Motors sell below 
its previous low and a new discouragement con­ 
tributes to th e bear market. 
Ultimately , after numerous Ulusionary ch anges 
in th e trend, th e beneficial force of earnings, y ield 
and prospects begins to silently , very silently , as­ 
sert itself. Th e true blue ch ips gradually , grad­ 
ually move upward (market leadersh ip) as th e 
supply decreases. 
In 1962 th e market lost $116 billion in th e first 
six month s. Th e y ear’s Dow-Jones Industrial Aver­ 
age's total travel, down and up, was 714 points. A 
beneficial period of th e doldrums usually precedes 
a sound upturn and th ree bellweth ers led th e ad­ 
vance: A. T. & T., th e most widely h eld stock in 
th e world. General Motors and Standard Oil of New 
Jersey . Th ese th ree still contain th e same great 
implications. 
One day a sound recovery wh ich ch anges th e 
bear market trend will be led by such splendid 
equities and reveal (slowly ) a reassuring pattern 
of recoveries th at remain recoveries after th e de­ 
clines. Th is is th e real significance o f important 
G.M. h itting a new low after th e dramatic rally . 
Prices, only prices, not opinions, will h ave to 
prove th at th e market is over its h eart attack.

DURBAN, South Africa - Back 
from Britain after a mission for 
th e newly -created African state 
of Lesoth o, Professor O.P.F. Nor­ 
wood, vice ch ancellor of th e Uni­ 
versity of Natal and a noted ec­ 
onomist, ex pressed moderate op­ 
timism over th e future of South 
Africa’s relations with th e rest of 
th e world. 
If sanctions are imposed by th e 
United 
Nations, 
h owever, 
Mr. 
Horwood was confident th at th e 
Republican of South Africa’s vital 
gold production could be sold to 
France, Switzerland. West Ger­ 
many — or even th e United States 
—sh ould th e British employ a 
boy cott. He 
noted

Africa wras Britain’s th ird largest 
customer. To cut off trade would 
be a body blow to Britain’s al­ 
ready weakened 
economy and

zanian capital of Dar es Salaam 
and is under Ny erere’s th umb. 
Wh y , th e oth er African leaders 
wanted to know, were Ch inese 
Communist weapons turning up in 
th eir o w ti countries in th e h ands 
of anti-government forces seek­ 
ing to overth row th e new African 
governments? 
W h e n 
Ny erere 
vociferously defended th e Libera­ 
tion Committee and pleaded for 
more funds, h e was asked wh ere 
previous contributions h ad gone. 


At th e same time, delegates 
from th e two newest nations, 
Botswana and Lesoth o, were en­ 
th usiastically 
welcomed 
even 
th ough th ey made it ex plicit th at 
th eir economies were tied to 
th ose of South Africa and Rh ode­ 
sia, and th at th ey would continue 
th eir present 
cordial 
relations 
with th ose two countries. Th e 
once-fire eating delegates of th e 
new Africa agreed th at th is made 
sense. Privately , th ey acknowl­ 
edged th at Botswana and Lesoth o 
would be valuable as a link be­ 


tween th e Africans and th e wh ites 
wh o, willy -nilly , must sh are th e 
continent. 
Moderation, in fact, marked 
th e meeting, th ough th e usual 
words of condemnation were ut­ 
tered. To th e South Africans, th is 
is an augur of a better relation­ 
sh ip, in winch th e wh ites of south ­ 
ern Africa can begin to work to­ 
ward th e day wh en common prob­ 
lems are commonly solved. 
“Our future is tied to th at of 
Africa,” one South African offi­ 
cial said to me. “If we want to 
move ah ead, we must th ink in 
th ose terms. Rh odesia made th e 
mistake of try ing to remain tied 
to Britain’s apron strings. Th at 
was h er fundamental error, and 
we do not intend to repeat it.” 
Th is is bad news for Greal 
Britain’s 
socialist 
government. 
For th e policies wh ich Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson h as attempted 
to impose on south ern Africa h ave 
driven th e leaders of th is country 
to reorient th emselves and to 
seek an international life wh ich 
ex cludes th e British . Simultane­ 
ously , th e new African nations, as 
th e OAU conference indicated, 
realize th at Britain is no longer 
th e power it once was. South Afri­ 
ca and Rh odesia are closer to 
th em. 
Wh en th e ch ips are down, Great 
Britain cannot deliver, as th e 
Zambians — seeing th e steady 
decline of th eir economy as a re­ 
sult of th e Rh odesian adventure 
— are realizing. Th is ch ange in 
th e African approach will not be 
consistently apparent. But th e op­ 
timism of some of South Africa’s 
leaders derives from th e belief 
th at th e corner in inter-African 
relations h as been turned.
